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Six Candidates Vie for Council 
At Next Tuesday’s City Election

The November 7, 1995 City 
Council election appears to be 
devoid of major issues dividing 
the candidates. Of special inter- 
est, however, is the order in 
which the candidates finish— 
traditionally the top vote-getter 
is tapped as mayor—and 
whether one of the five incum- 
bent city council members 
seeking reelection can be un- 
seated by the lone challenger. 
There are no advisory ques- 
tions. Polls will be open next 
_ Tuesday from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Winding up their campaigns 
this week are incumbents An- 
toinette M. Bram, Judith F. 
Davis, Edward V.J. Putens, 
Rodney M. Roberts and Tho- 
mas X. White and challenger 
Valerie L. Siegel. 

All candidates are out on the 
hustings trying to spark voters’ 
interest in the upcoming elec- 
tion. There was a disappointing 
turnout in 1993, when only 
24.5% of Greenbelt’s 8,842 reg- 
istered voters cast ballots. Only 
8,003 Greenbelters are currently 
eligible to vote. In fact registra- 
tion is down in all four of the 
city’s precincts. 

Voters in next Tuesday’s 
election may also look to other 
factors as they make their 
selections—things like the indi- 
vidual candidates’ degree and 
length of involvement, leader- 
ship. and experience in public 
affairs in the city, their perfor- 


mance at candidates’ forums 
and interviews, in particular at 
those that were cablecast, the 
views contained in their litera- 
ture and their personalities. 


Questionnaire 

The city’s election questionnaire 
will be available at the polls 
(see page 11). As in past years, 
residents will be asked how 
they feel about city services 
and life in Greenbelt in general. 
These include public safety, 
code enforcement, public 
works, recreation, Greenbelt

portation. With assistance from 
the city’s Advisory Committee 
on Education, a special section 
requesting input on schools and 
education has been added.

Procedures Outlined 


Voting on election day, Tues- 
day, November 7 will be held 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at four 
polling places - The Greenbelt 
Municipal Building (Precinct 3 - 
Center); the Police Station, 550 
Crescent Road across from Attick 
Park (Precinct 6 - North End); 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
(Precinct 8 - Springhill Lake) and 
Greenbriar Community Center 
(Precinct 13 - Greenbelt East). 

Greenbelters will elect five 
council members, all at large, for 
a two-year term. In order to be 
elected, a candidate must receive 
40% of the votes cast. If fewer 
than five candidates receive such 
a vote, a run-off election will be 
held one week later on Tuesday, 
November 14. 

In a run-off election the ballot 
will consist of those unsuccessful 
candidates receiving the greatest 
number of votes, with up to 
twice as many names as there are 
positions to be filled. Candidates 
polling the greatest number of 
votes are declared winners in the 
run-off election regardless of the 
percentage of votes received. 

The 40% requirement for elec- 
tion was introduced in 1967. Ear- 
lier only a majority vote was re- 
quired, frequently resulting in 
run-off elections. Since 1967 no 
_run-offs have taken place. The 
last run-off election in 1965 pit- 
ted Richard Pilski against Clifford 


Simonson. Pilski won by one 
vote. 

If all five council members are 
elected on November 7, there 
will be an organizational meeting 
of the new council on Monday, 
November 13 at 7:30 p.m. (This 
meeting is set by charter.) If there 
is a run-off election, the organiza- 
tional meeting will be held on 
Monday, November 20. 

Upon being sworn in, the 
newly elected council will choose 
the mayor. 

Voters will also be asked to 
complete a city-prepared infor- 
mation questionnaire. 

Application for absentee bal- 
lots may be obtained in the city 
clerk’s office in the Municipal 
Building until noon Monday, No- 
vember 6. The ballots must be 
returned to the city clerk no later 
than 6 p.m. on election day, No- 
vember 7. Any qualified voter 
who is unable to vote in the elec- 
tion because of religious beliefs, 
physical condition or absence 
from the city on election day 
may vote by absentee ballot. Bal- 
lots may be obtained at the 
clerk’s office and completed at 
the same time.

Board of Elections are Judith Ott, 
chair, Jean Cook, Bob Spear, 
Lida Churchville and Kathy 
Oliver Jones.

Pot Pourri 

In 1993, the turnout was 
down sharply—there were 283 
fewer Greenbelters voting than 
in the 1991 city election. In 
1991, just 89 more Greenbelters 
voted than in 1989. 

Bram, Roberts, White and 
Siegel reside in the center core 
of the city. Putens and Davis 
reside in Greenbelt East. 

The last time six candidates 
were on the ballot was in 1991. 
At that time four incumbents 
were pitted against two chal- 
lengers. 

Running for a seventh term, 
Bram is the fifth woman to be 
elected to the city council, but 
the first to serve six consecu- 
tive terms. She is completing 
her first term as mayor. 

White, Putens and Bram 
have served together since 
1983. 

White has been on council 
the longest—11 consecutive 
terms (three as mayor pro tem). 
Putens served seven consecutive 
terms and is currently mayor 
pro tem. ; 

Roberts is completing his 
second term on council. 
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Former chair of the Crime 
Prevention Committee, Siegel 
lost her first bid for council in 
1985. | 

For the first time, three 
women are on the ballot.

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Sojourn in a Russian Orphanage 


News Review staff writer Alex 
Barnes spent six weeks last sum- 
mer in Russia, where he served 
as a volunteer in an orphanage. 
Having studied Russian when he 
was a Student at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, he was 
interested when a friend he met 
through the Greenbelt Arts Center 
told him about a group that orga- 
nizes.trips for Americans to work 
in Russian orphanages. Alex, who 
had visited Leningrad and Mos- 
cow for a week after he gradu- 
ated from high school, applied. 
He admits that his Russian, 
which he had put aside during 
his callege years, was rusty. 

So, did you miss me? Would 
you like to know where I spent 
the summer? 

On June 10, I flew to Russia 
to work in an orphanage. The 
trip.was arranged by Interna- 
tional Families & Exchanges, 
which grew out of the organiza- 
tion World Peace Exchanges. 
World Peace Exchanges was 
started after a young American 
girl wrote then Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev a letter about 
peace. Gorbachev invited her to 
a Soviet summer camp, then 
some Soviet kids went to an 
American summer camp, and 
World Peace Exchanges was 
born. 

Through the summer camp 
visits, World Peace Exchanges 
learned about Soviet orphanages. 
In order to help Soviet orphans, 
especially those who could not 
get as good medical care as they 
might find in the U.S. (i.e. 
handicapped kids), International 


Families & Exchanges was 


started to help Americans adopt 


Soviet children. My program, 
Orphanage Volunteers; was’ 


started’in 1992 as a way of giv- 
ing something back to the or- 
phanages. 

The base trip cost $1,150. Thi 
included transportation from the 
U.S. to the orphanage, a place to 
sleep, and food for five weeks, or 
until the end of summer, if I 
wanted to stay that long. So how 
did we, the volunteers, give to 
the orphanage? Well, we played 
with the kids. Or perhaps it 
would be more accurate to say, 
we let the kids play with us, as if 
we were toys. Actually, the only 
task the orphanage workers asked 
us to do was eat. Other than that, 
it was left up to us to decide 
what to do. | 

There were six volunteers this 
year, the smallest group in the 
program’s short history. We went 
in pairs to three different or- 
phanages in the Sverdlosk 
Oblast. In the past, there had 
been as many as 60 volunteers, 
The lowenumber was attributed 
to new laws in Russia which 
made international adoptions 
more difficult. International

the adoptions to subsidize the 
volunteer program. Fewer adop- 
tions, then fewer volunteers. 

My fellow volunteers were 
Brian (U Mich., Ann Arbor), 
Rick (WV), Kristy (Reed Col- 
lege, Portland, OR), Lee (Yale), 
and John (Germantown, MD). 
Rick and Lee were practically 
fluent in Russian, having spent a 
semester studying in Kiev and 
St. Petersburg, respectively. This 
was Brian’s and Kristy’s first 
trip to Russia, but they had stud- 
ied Russian for several years in 
college and, after a couple of 
weeks, could converse readily in 
Russian. Although John was only 
15, he had been to Moscow and 
his Russian was good. Better 
than mine, at any rate. 

The Sverdlosk Oblast sur- 
rounds the city Ekaterinburg, for- 
merly named Sverdlosk (just as 
St. Petersburg used to be named 
Leningrad). My maps pre-date 
the second name change, so 
when I looked for Ekaterinburg, 
I could not find where I was go- 


ing. In fact, people still use. both. 
“Names interchangeably. Ekaterin— 


burg is in the Ural mountains, 
700 miles east of Moscow, and 
just east of the border between 
Europe and Asia. Ekaterinburg, 
like St. Petersburg, was founded 
by Peter the great in the 18th 
century. It was his window on 
the East. The trans-Siberian rail- 
way starts in Ekaterinburg. Rus- 
sian President Boris Yelstin 
comes from there. Ekaterinburg 
is a major Russian city. 

Brian and I went to the or- 
phanage in Polyevskoy, about an 
hour’s drive south from Eka- 
terinburg. Polyevskoy is a fac- 
tory city, with steel mills and 


pipe plants. It resembled the — 


kind of city that I would expect 
to find in the hills of West Vir- 
ginia, or western Maryland. 
Three large lakes and mountains 
surround Polyevskoy. It was a 
local custom to refer to the 
lakes, easily twice the size of 
Greenbelt Lake, as ponds. The 
mountains are very old and have 
been worn down so that they are 
shorter than the Appalachians. 
The city has three sections: 
northern, southern and middle. 
The northern section is the most 
modern, with apartment build- 
ings, the main bank, the major 
stores. The southern section also 
had apartment buildings. I did 
not get there often. 

The middle section is the 


original city, “old” Polyevskoy, 


where the orphanage was lo- 
cated. The houses were con- 
structed like log cabins, had out- 
houses for bathrooms, and often 
did not have running water. They 
did have electricity. The orphan- 
age had running water and an 
indoor commode. It was a two 
story brick building, very. nicely 
decorated inside. Thirty-nine 





kids, aged two to 14, lived at 
the Polyevskoy orphanage. 


Playing with the Kids 

Brian and I played with the 
kids in a very unstructured way. 
They did not seem to mind, or 
even notice sometimes, that my 
Russian was not good. As long 
as I held their hands, walked 
with them, or picked them up, 
they were happy. It was hard, 
however, when more than two 
kids wanted to hold my hand. 
Peter, who was about three or 
four, often held my shirt tail 
when two other kids had my 
hands. 

I had brought some toys with 
me for the orphanage. Among 
these were 30 toothbrushes do- 
nated by the dental office of 
Drs. McCarl, McCarl, .and 
McCarl. Those toothbrushes 
were a big hit. Once I gave a 
toothbrush to one kid, they were 
all asking for them. Candy bars 
would not have been more popu- 
lar than those toothbrushes. 

I also had brought 32 old ten- 


‘nis balls. I passed those out, 


making sure that each kid had 
only one so that everyone could 
have one. Another big hit. For 
the entire afternoon that day, the 
kids threw their tennis balls on 
the roof of a shed and caught 
them when they rolled down. 
They were so happy, until Faya’s 
ball fell between the cracks and 
could not be found. And then 
someone threw a ball at a win- 
dow, which broke. I did not see 
those tennis balls after that. 

I became wary about how I 
passed out my toys, because I 
knew the kids would fight over 
them. One of these toys was a 


‘water rifle which my friend Hopi 


Auerbach had given mé to give 
to someone. A toy this presti- 
gious required an owner who 
was respected by the other kids, 
and also responsible enough not 
to abuse the toy’s power. I met 
the eventual owner after I had 
been at the orphanage for two 
and a half weeks. This was 
when the older kids, two 12- 
year-old boys and two 14-year- 
old girls, returned from their va- 
cation in Bulgaria. I gave the 
prized toy to Alyosha, one of the 
boys. Alyosha was great. 

There were many great kids 
at this orphanage, and some kids 
that I worried about. I never 
learned specifics as to why -any 
particular child was in the or- 
phanage. I was told by. the trip’s 
organizers that many parents 
gave their children to the state 
because they simply could not 
afford to raise them. Some par- 
ents were deemed unfit by. the 
state to raise their children. 
Other parents, I presume, had 
died. If my Russian had been 
better, I would have learned 
more. I remember walking to the 
post office with .one of the 
women who took care of the or- 
phans. She was mailing a letter 


to the mother of one of the or- 


phans. I wish I could have asked 


for more information. 


Adult Encounters 
I. did not spend-all of my 


time playing with the kids. There 
_ were many adults whom I met. 


very good. He drove Brian and 


| me around in his car (perhaps 
fonly one quarter of adults in 


Polyevskoy owned a car), show- 
ing us around the city. He wel- 
comed us in his home and intro- 
duced us to his friends. One of

his friends, Dima, gave us a tour 
of the factory where he works as 
an engineer. Then we went to 
the factory’s private bath house 
to eat, drink, sweat and be 
beaten by birch tree branches in 
a sauna, and then jump into a 
pool of cold water. We talked 
about politics, sports, women. It 
was great fun. 

Kostya had been a successful 
businessman. The money was 
starting to cause him problems, 
so he gave up the business and 
is now concentrating on being a 
high school English teacher. He 
is starting an institute of foreign 


languages. Like most Russian 


men, Kostya had been in the 
military. He drove tanks in Af- 
ghanistan. — 

Another adult I met was An- 
gelica, who interviewed me for 
the local television station. 
Polyevskoy televisions get two, 
and in some places four, stations. 


Angelica asked me about or- — 


phanages in the US (of which I 
know nothing), about drug use 
among American teenagers, and 
what people do in their free 
time. She also asked me how 
Russian women compared to 
American women. I told her that 
the main difference was that 
Russian women speak Russian, 
and American women speak En- 
glish. 

Igor was the son-in-law of 
one of the women who cared for 
the orphans. He came by the 
orphanage after dinner and 
played soccer with me and the 
kids. He kept trying to kick me 
in the head with the ball. One 
day, he took me and Brian- by 
bus into the city and then out of 
the city to where his folks live. 
In the city, Igor showed us some 
shops, the bazaar, and got us 
some free food. (“Can you give 
our American, visitors a taste of 
this food that they never had be- 


fore?”). The shops were almost | 


hidden in nondescript buildings; 
they all seemed to sell the same 
products. They were miniature 
department stores, with all of the 
merchandise behind the counters. 

Igor also got us free rides on 
the bus. Igor’s family’s home, 
like most homes in the area, was 
a miniature farm—huge garden, 
some farm animals. Igor’s family 
had a dog, horse, pig, and chick- 


ens. In the home lived Igor’s © 


parents, two sisters, brother, and 


nephew. I think it was common 


for three generations to be living 
in the same household. 


Field Trips 

_I went on a couple of field 
trips with the kids. One was to a 
lake about an hour’s drive from 
Polyevskoy. The lake, which was 
called a lake and not a pond, 
was large and round: the water 
cool and clear. It was surrounded 


by mountains and birch forests. 
A beautiful place. We spent most 
of the day there—swimming, 


playing Frisbee, eating, picking 


berries in the woods. The berries 
were like miniature strawberries, 
which I’ve been told also grow 
in Minnesota. A couple of times, 
some kids and an adult and I 
would hike to the forest near the 
orphanage to pick berries. The 
kids wore little caps and got to 
carry little flags. 

Another field trip was to an 
amusement park in Ekaterinburg. 
It was depressing. The landscape 
consisted of overgrown weeds, 
the paint was faded and gray, the 
rides were boring. The kids. 
seemed to have fun. 

My friend Hildi gave me a 
Russian Scrabble game for my 
trip. It was a big hit, with both 
the adults and the fourteen-year- 
old girls. If I repeat this trip, I 
will bring Monopoly. 


Food 

The food was okay. It con- 
sisted mainly of potatoes or 
pasta flavored with lots of butter. 
There was also bread with every 
meal. I think the bread and but- 
ter were better than what is gen- 
erally available to Americans. 
Sometimes we had oranges or 
strawberries or peanut butter. Ev- 
eryone ate baby food—pureed 
beef with peas and carrots. We 
had soup and kasha and rice. 
Sometimes we had cheese. There 
was little in the way of fresh 
vegetables. We drank milk, or 
compote, or tea, Compote’ is wa- 
ter flavored with dried-fruit. 

I remember less about the 
meat, because I don’t eat meat. 
This caused some distress among 
my hosts. I used to take my 
plate up discreetly to the dish- 
washer in hope of not being no- 
ticed. Otherwise I’d be chastised 
and accused for not liking the 
food. I tried to explain that I did 
like the food, but that I don’t eat 
meat. Unfortunately, I was incor- 
rectly conjugating the verb “to 
eat”; and so I was telling her 
something like “I don’t go 
meat.” [ later learned that half of 
the American volunteers that had 
been at this orphanage also did 
not eat meat. 

] have many more stories 
about my trip. I have not men- 
tioned anything about my week 
in Moscow. While my inability 
to communicate easily in Rus- 
sian was frustrating, I still had a 
wonderful time. So many people 
were kind to me. If you would 
like to hear more about my ex- 
periences in Russia, then come 
to my slide show party. I will be 
presenting 100 of my best slides 
on November 5 at 3 p.m. at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center. There is 
no fee, but donations to the Arts 
Center would be appreciated.

Autumn is a good time of 
year to work in the garden. 
The days are pleasantly cool 
and there is no particular rush 
to get the jobs done. Work 
done now is time saved next 
spring when there never seems 
to be enough time. Besides the 
usual raking other projects that 
can be done now include mak- 
ing a compost bin for the 
leaves, making a new garden 
bed, preparing the soil in exist- 
ing garden beds, cleaning up of 
the garden debris, and planting 
flowers for next year. 

Perennial flowers can be 
newly planted and old ones can 
be divided and replanted. 
Spring flowering bulbs are also 
planted this time of year. 

Perennial flowers are those 
that come back year after year. 
This is a real advantage, be- 
cause you can count on their 
yearly performance in the gar- 
den. Popular perennial flowers 
are: hosta, daylily, coreopsis, 
liriope, peony, achillea, and 
phlox. 

Some garden stores are still 
selling perennials as they try to 
get rid of this year’s stock. 
Tougher perennials should make 
it through the winter. Bear in 
mind these plants have been in 
pots and on sale all year and so 
are stressed. 

Perennial flowers in the gar- 
den can be divided and re- 
planted in the spring and the 
fall. They spend the winter as 
small clusters of leaves near the 
ground. So this time of year 
you can cut down the stalks to 
several inches above ground 
level. Dividing. is best done 
soon, as they need some mild 
weather to settle in well. 

Start division by preparing 
the new planting holes. As a 
rule of thumb the roots of 
plants should be exposed to the 
elements as little as possible 
during transplanting to prevent 
drying out. 

Dig up the whole plant then 
look at it. If the central part is 
weakest with few roots or top 
growth then cut off hunks of 
the outer part and replant them. 
If the whole plant is vigorous 
divide it up into sections and 
replant. Each section creates a 
new plant and should have a 
goodly number of roots and top 
growth so as to create a viable 
new plant. 

Now for reality check time. 
This sounds easy but it does re- 
quire arm strength. Be prepared 
to push and shove and maybe 
even cut with a knife to get 
them apart. 


Spring Flowering Bulbs 

There are many spring flow- 
ering bulbs and they bloom 
from late January through April. 
Daffodils and tulips are the 
mainstays. 

Daffodils are almost all 
white and yellow, but what a 
number of varieties there are. 
That daffodil smell is wonderful 
and some of the late blooming 
varieties can be quite fragrant. 

Planting early, mid, and late

season varieties can extend the 
daffodil blooming time so they 
bloom four to six weeks in 
your garden. 

Tulips seem to come in all 
colors of the rainbow and some 
also are more than one color. 
The different shapes and bloom 
times add variety to the tulip 
bed. 

The queen of fragrance in 
the spring bulb bed is the hya- 
cinth. Their delicious smell 
can drift on a good breeze for 
several feet. They come in a 
number of colors. 

Snowdrops are of the earliest 
blooming plants. It 1s a rather 
plain flower, but, oh how won- 
derful it is to see any flower in 
January and February. Crocus 
is also an early bloomer with 
some varieties starting in Feb- 
ruary. 

Two good ways to see what 
bulbs are like are to look ‘in 
gardening books (for many 
have good photos and planting 
ideas) and visiting a well 
stocked garden store. Some 
garden stores sell them in bins 
with photos and growing infor- 
mation on the bin. This. way 
you can see what they look like

now and in the spring. When 
shopping for bulbs, you will 
see there are many different 
types of flowers and varieties. 
Feel free to try some, since al- 
most all are easy to grow and 
come year after year. 

Planting bulbs is not hard 
work. They need a well drained 
site so do not plant where wa- 
ter sits or flows as streams dur- 
ing or after rainstorms. As a 
rule of thumb, bulbs are planted 
at a depth three times their 
height. Dig a little deeper so 
as to add bone meal and fertil- 
izer. Like onions, the pointy 
end is up and the end with the 
dry looking threads (roots) is 
down. Dig individual holes or 
a bed at once as you prefer. 

Bulbs look good in garden 
beds, regular shapes, or placed 
irregularly near shrubs or in the 
lawn. Daffodils and crocuses 
look good in the lawn.

Thomas X White 


White has lived in Greenbelt 
for the past thirty-six years, resid- 
ing at 8 Woodland Way with his 
wife, Helen and family for the 
last twenty-eight years.

In 1959, White enrolled at the 
University of Maryland and 
moved with his family to 
Greenbelt. In 1962, he earned a 
BS degree in Microbiology and 
has worked for the past 33 years 
in the field of medical technol- 
ogy. For the past nineteen years 
he has worked for the Pharma- 
ceutical Research and Manufac- 
turers of America where he is 
Associate Vice President, Manu- 
facturing and Quality Control. 

White began his active com- 
munity service in 1962 when he 
served with the Greenbelt Jay- 
cees, the Citizens for a Planned 
Greenbelt, and various commit- 
tees and elective offices in the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) co- 
operative.

Designating a District 

If the members of GHI vote to 
go ahead with an application to 
become a Prince Georges County 
historic district, the next step 
will be for the applicants (GHI 
and the City of Greenbelt) to 
present a research report to the 
Historic Preservation Com- 
mission documenting the history 
and architectural characteristics 
of the proposed site. 

The Historic Preservation 
Commission (HPC) was estab- 
lished in 1981 by the Historic 
Preservation Ordinance (sub-ti- 
tle 29 of the County Code) with 
the responsibility to designate 
Historic Sites and Historic Dis- 
tricts, among other responsibili- 
ties. (For more details please 
refer to pages 25 and 26 of the 
“Greenbelt District Study” 
available in the Greenbelt Pub- 
lic Library and the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. Library. 

The Historic Preservation 

Commission (HPC) consists of 
nine individuals representing a 
wide range of fields and inter- 
ests who reflect the diversity of 
coricerns regarding preservation 
issues. Among the groups repre- 
sented are the Prince Georges 
Historical Trust, the Chamber of 
commerce, the Farm Bureau and 
the Board of Realtors, as well as 
the fields of architecture, history 
and preservation. Commission 
members serve without pay. 
_ Under the Prince Georges 
County Historic Preservation or- 
dinance, the HPC evaluates and 
can designate a group of historic 
properties as an Historic District 
if it meets certain criteria of his- 
toric and architectural signifi- 
cance. 

Using specific criteria and 
rules of procedure (approved by 
the County Council) the HPC 
will evaluate the research report. 

They will also hold a public 
meeting within the community 
seeking designation to receive the 
comments of residents and other 
interested parties. 

Following these steps the HPC 
makes its decision. If there is dis- 
agreement, this decision is subject 
to appeal to the County Council.

Attorney Valerie Siegel, who 
has lived in Greenbelt since 
1978, received her Bachelor of 
Science degree in the behav- 
ioral and social sciences summa 
cum laude from the University 
of Maryland, where she was 
president of the Alpha Sigma 
Lambda honor society. She has 
been an instructor at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland in- 
termittently since 1981. In 1984 
she received her law degree 
from the University of Balti- 
more. Siegel is a member of 
the Maryland Court of Appeals, 
the United States District Court, 
and the United States Supreme 
Court. She was elected a fellow 
of the Maryland Bar Foundation 
in 1991, 

Siegel practiced law in 
Greenbelt for three years before 
becoming an Assistant State’s 
Attorney for Prince Georges 
County in 1987. She had been 
prosecuting felony cases in the 
Homicide/Narcotics Division for 
more than four years when she 
resigned in July 1993. At that 
time she was appointed by the 
Maryland State Bar Association 
to direct the Doctor/Lawyer Ed- 
ucation Partnership in all of the 
middle schools in Maryland. 
This drug education project

-ous crimes in the city over 
the past two years, but also 
note that Greenbelt’s crime 
rates are still lower than most 
surrounding areas. Not only 
do the incumbents point with 
pride at the steps they and the 
police department have taken 
to combat crime (bicycle pa- 
trols, community oriented po- 
licing and the Beltway Plaza 
substation, among others), 
even. challenger. Siegel, a 
former county prosecutor, 
praises the actions taken by 
council to address crime. 

Putens has been running 
more detailed ads than most 
of his competition. In an Oc- 
tober 19 ad, he suggested that 
criminal records checks be 
run on all applicants for 
rental property, a propgsal 
challenged by Siegel, who 
noted that a third of those ar- 
rested are juveniles and that 
homeowners, as well as rent- 
ers, commit crimes. 

Candidates Davis, Putens 
and Roberts call for establish- 
ing a police substation in 
Greenbelt East. Roberts, who 
was council’s first advocate 
for police bicycle patrols, 
calls for expanding that pro- 
gram. Putens, Roberts, 
White, Davis and Siegel all 
call for increased community 
involvement and/or a restruc- 
tured crime prevention com- 
mittee while Roberts and 
Siegel also support establish- 
ment of a crisis intervention 
program. All the candidates 
voiced support for continuing 
the city’s practice of station- 
ing -one, police officer at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School and Putens and Rob- 
erts have called for expanding 
the program. 


Budget 


The city’s tight budget 
situation has had a significant 
impact on the campaign. 
First off, it has been a topic 
of most candidates’ nights as 
well as this newspaper’s ques- 
tions to candidates. In addi- 
tion, the lack of funds, and 
the expectation that federal, 
state and county cutbacks will 
all.squeeze the city’s budget 
to some extent, has cut the 
calls for new programs and 
initiatives to a bare minimum. 

The biggest budget issue 
facing the city in the short 
term is the new community 
center. Bram believes that 
the city can avoid a tax in- 
crease to cover the center’s 
costs by deferring equipment 
replacement and other capital 
projects, as well as seeking 
additional federal, state and 
county grants. Roberts takes 
an almost opposite position. 
While not wanting to raise 
taxes, Roberts argues that it is 
not fair to cut other city ser- 
vices to pay for the center. 
He and White both indicated 
a willingness to raise taxes 
somewhat in order to preserve 
city services. 

Putens said the center must 
pay for itself through user 
fees and grants. Davis said 
that it must become as self- 
supporting as possible. Siegel 
did not specifically address 
community center costs, but 
called for small across the 
board cuts, rather than more 
severe cuts to specific pro- 


grams, to balance the budget. 

Both Siegel and Davis 
called for looking into the 
feasibility of either basing 
refuse collection fees on the 
amount of trash tossed by the 
household, or collecting trash 
just once per week. Siegel 
also called for turning over 
some work currently per- 
formed by city staff to volun- 
teers. 

All six candidates hoped 
for additional grants, particu- 
larly for recreation programs. 


Roosevelt Center 


The campaign may have 
had more effect on the pro- 
posed renovation of Roosevelt 
Center than on any other is- 
sue. Apparently the candi- 
dates got an earful, both’on 
the hustings and in candidates 
forums, from citizens oppos- 
ing the planned renovation of 
the mall area. As a result, 
whichever five candidates are 
elected, council is likely to 
scale down or defer this 
project. 

Davis, Putens, White, Bram 
and Siegel call for minimal 
“fix-up” type work, such as 
pavement repairs, tree pruning 
(for safety and the visibility 
of merchants’ signs), although 
Bram wanted to. ensure, 
through a public hearing, that 
this is what the community 
and merchants want. Roberts 
said he would not support any 
changes to the center except 
those that would return it to 
the original design, with the 
red pavers, replaced with :sod. 
Davis said she is waiting for 
the review process to be com- 
plete before taking a position, 
but notes that the architect’s 
three options (to which many 
citizens have objected) are not 
the city’s only choices. 


Development 


Development in the eastern 
and western sections of the 


city continues to be a signifi- 
cant concern of citizens. In 
the west, development around 
the Metro station, including 
possible changes ‘to Springhill 
Lake Apartments and Beltway 
Plaza, is the: major issue. 
Concern about how this area 
will be developed, and the 
county’s longstanding support 
of high density development 
around Metro stations, pro- 
vided much of the impetus for 
the current council seeking in- 
dependent planning and zon- 
ing authority for Greenbelt. 
This attempt is supported by 
all six candidates. 

Putens has called for en- 
couraging the owners of 
Springhill Lake to undertake 
“a major revitalization— 
soon,” with condominiums 
and townhouses preferred over 
low rise rental apartments. 
While not specifying how the 
area immediately around the 
station should be developed, 
he called upon the city to de- 
velop a “bold, comprehensive, 
integrated plan.” 

Siegel said that “I will op- 
pose” any development any- 
where in the city. Roberts’ 
position was similar, saying 
that he would not support any 
development that will subtract 
from the quality of life in the 
area or the city as a whole. 
White and Davis noted that 
for Greenbelt East (the topic 
of several specific questions 
at candidates’ forums), there 
was little space left for which 
there was not already a devel- 
opment proposal in place. 
Both, along with Bram and 
Putens, called for continued 


Scrutiny of developer’s pro-” 
posals to Keep ‘density low’ 


and to retain as much, open 
Space as possible.
